Butitis
written, Lot the dead bury thewr dead:" they
may not bory the livine, Let the dead bury
thelr doad: 1ot a bill of reform remova the worn-
out government of a class, and intnse new hi'e
into the British Constitution by confiding right-
ful power 1o the poaple.

But whilo the vitality of Ameries & indestrue-
tible, the British Government hurred to do what
never before had baeta done by Chrlatinn poweors,
what was In direct confliet with its own exposi-
tiom of pudlic law in the time of our struggle for
independence. Though the insurgent States had
not n Fh‘p in an open harbor, it mvested them
with all the rights of n beltigerent, even on the
oeean: and this, too, when the Rebsllion was
pot only dircoted aeninst tne gentlest and wmost
beneficent Government on earth, without a
shaaow of justiiable caure, but whon the Rebel-
lion was divected agninst human natue iell
for the perpetunl enslnvement of o race. And
the offect of this recognition wes that acte in
themeslves piration]l 1ound shelter in Britwsh
courts of law,The resources of British capitalists,
their workshops, their armories, their private
arsenals, their shipyards, were In Jeague with
the insurgonuts, and every Dritish harbor in the
wide world beosme o gafe port 10r Britisgh chins,
manned by Britieh sailors, and armed with Bl
tieh gums, to proy on our pescclol commerce;
evan on our ships comng from British ports,
trefgghted with British peoilucts, or that had care
ried gifns of pgrain w0 toe Enelish poor, The
Prima Ministor in the House of Commons, sns-
tained by choeers, scotfed ot the thonght that
their Inws coald be amended at our reqaest, so
fs 1o preterve real neotrality: sod te remon-
stranges, 10w owned to have heen just, their
Soerot™r T anewered 1ot they gonld not cnisuge
their lnws, ad iminilum,

RETLATIONS WITH ENGLAYD,

The people of America then wished, as they
alway® hiuve wished, n8 they still wish oriay Al
reiations with Eoeland; and no man in Bogland
or Amvrica can desire it more etrongly than I,
This couniry has always yonrned for good rela-
tlona with Eoglund, Thrice only in all its his-

tory has that yearning been fairly mwetl; In tha |

dayg of Hampiden and Cromwell, again in the
firat ministry of theelder Put, and once again in
the ministey of Shelburme. Not that there have
not atall times been just men nmong the peers
o! Britain—like Halifax o the days o1 Jimes the
Second, vr o Granville, an Argvll, or a Houghton
in ours; and wo eanmot be indifferant to g coun-
try that produces statesmen like Cobden and
Bright; but tho best bowoer-anchor of peace was
the working clies of England, who sullered most
from our ¢ivil war, but who, while they broke
their diminighed bread in sorrow, slways cn-
courdged us to persevere,
FRANCE AND THE MONROE DOOTRINE.

The act of recognizing the Rebel belligorents
wius concerted with France—France, o beloved
in America, on which she Lad econferred the
greatest  benefits thal ouce people ever con-
ferred on another; France, which stands fore-
most on the continent of Europe for the so-
lidity of her cultute, as well as for the bravery
and gencrous impulécs of her sons; France,
which for centurics had been moving steadily
in ite own way towards intellectunl and nolitical
freedom. The policy regarding jorther colonl-
gzation o America by Buropean powers, known
commonly as the doctrine ot Monroe, had fits
origin in Fraunce; and if it takes any man's
name, should bear the name of Tursot. It was
aagopted by Louis the 8ixteenth, in the Onbinet
of which Vergennes was the most important
member, It is emphatically the policy of
France; to which, with transient deviavions, the
Bourbons, e First Napoleon, the House of
Orleans have ever adhered,

THE EMPEROR NATOLEON AND MEXICO,

The late President was perpetually harassed
by rumors that the Bmperor Napoleon the Third
desired formally to recognize the States in re-
bellion ns an indepenacent power, wod that
England beld hum back by her reluctance, or
France by her wraaitiony of freedom, or he him-
gell by his own better judgment and clear {n-r—
ception of events,  But the republic of Mexico,
on our borders, was, ke ourselves, distracted
by & rebellion, and from a similar causs, The
monfirchy of Epgland bad fastened upon us
slavery, which did not digappear with indepen-
dence; io like manner, the ecclesinatical policy
established by the Spanish Council of the Tndies,
in the days of Charlesithe Firth and Philip the
Second, retained itsvigor in the Mexican republe,
The filty years of civil war under which she had
languished was due 1o the bigoted system
which was the legney of monarchy, just as here
the ioheritamee of slavery kept alive political
strile, and culminated Lo eivil war,  As with us
there could be no quiel but through the end of
slavery, 80 ‘n Mexico there could be no pros-
perity until the erushing tyranny of inlolerauce
ghould cease, Toe puarey of glavery in the United
HStates gent thelr emissaries to Europe to solicit
aid; and so did the party of the Church in
Mexico, as organized by the old Bpanish Couneil
of the Indies, but witia a different result, Just
as the Republican party had made nn end ot the
rebellion, und was establishing the best goyern-
ment ever known in that region, and giving
promise to the nation of order peace, and pros-
perity, word was brought us In the momeut
of our deepest afiliction, that the French
Ewperor, moved by a desire to erect in North
America & butiress for imperialism, would trans.
form the Rr‘{nuhlic ol Mexico into a secundo-
genituré for the House of Hapsburgh, Amerioa
might complain; she could not then interpose,
and delay seemed justifiable. It woe seén that
Mexico could not, with all its wealth of land,
compele in cereaslfproducts with our Northwest
nor, in tropical products, with Ouba; nor could
it, under a disputed dynasty, attract capital or
create public work, or develop mines, or borrow
money; 2o that the imperial system of Mexico,
which was forced at once to recognize the
wisdom of the policy of the republic by adopt-
ing i, could prove only an untemunérating
drain on the French Treasury for the support of
an Austrian adventurer,

THE PERPETUITY OF BEPUBLICAK INSTITUTIONE.

Meantime, 1 new series of momentous gues-
tions grow up, and force themselves on the
consideration of the thoughtful. Repnbh-
cantsm has learned how to introduce into its
copstitution every element of order, s well as
every element of freedom; but thus far the
continuity ol its Government has seemed to
depend on the continnity of elections. 1t s now
to be considered how perpetulty is to be seovred
sgalnst foreign occupatiane  The  sucosssor
ol Charles the First of England daled his
relgn from the denth of his father; the Bour-
bous, coming back after a long series ol revolu-
tions, claimed that the Lonis who boesme king
was the eighteenth of that name, The pre<ent
Emperor of the French, disdaining o title from
clection nlone, s called the third of his name,
Shall a republic bave less power of continuance
when invading armies prevent a peacelul resort
to the ballotbox? What foree ehall it attaoh to
intervenivg legislation ?  What validity to debls
contricted for its overthrow?! These momen-
tous questions wre by the invaslon of Mexico
thrown up for solation. A free Stato once truly
constitu'ed should be us undying us its people;
tho republic of Mexloo must rnse again.

IHE FOFE OF ROME AKD THE BEBELLION,

It wns the condition of ailuirs §o Mexico that
involved the Pope of Rome in our difficulties so
far that he slone mmong temporal sovercigns
recognized the chiel of the Confederate Sintes
a8 a President, and hle supporters as a peoples
and in letters to two great prolates of the Catho-
lic Church in the United States gave counsols
for poace st 8 time when pesce meant the vie-
tory of secesslon. Yot events move as they are
ordercd; The blessing of the Pope at Rome on
the head of Duke Maximillan could not revive
in the mnincteeth oentury the ecolesiastionl
polioy of the sixteenth; und the result Is only &
pew proof that there oan beé no prosperity lothe
Btate witbout religlous (reedomwm,

THE FROPLY OF AMBRICA,

When it came home to the consclonsness of
tho Americans that the war which they were
waging was a war for the liberty of sll the na-
tons of the world, for frecdom itcell; they
thanked Ged for the severity of the trial to
which He put their sincerity, nod nerved them-
selves for thewr duty with an inexorable will,
The President was led along by the greatness of
their seltencrificing example; snd ss n ohild, in
A durk night on a way, eatches hold of
the hana of its father ";:' euidanoe snd support,
he clung /st to the hand of the people, and
moved calmly through tbe gloom. While the
statesmhnslip of Burope was scoffing sl the
hopeless vanity of thelr efforts, they put furth
such mirnclee ol energy as the history ot the
world had mnever known. The navy of the
United States drawing inwo the public service
the willing militia of the seas, doubled its ton-
nige in eight monthe, and establiehed nn actaal
blockude rom Cape Harteras to the Rio Grande;
in the course of the war it was ineroased five.
fold in men fand fin tonnage, while the inven-
tive genius of the country devised more affective
kinds of ovdnance, nnd new forms of naval
architectore 1 wool aud iron, There went into
the tield, lor various terms of service, about two
million men; sud in March last the men In sor-
vice exeveded o miltion; thoal i% 10 say, one of
every two able-bodied men took gome purt in the
war; and st one time every fourth able-bodied
man was in the Aelo,  [n one s'oagle month, one
hundred and gixty-five thowand wers recrulted
into eervice, Onee, within fonr weeks, Ohio
organized and placed in fhe Geld forty-two regl-
ments of mfalry—oearly thiriv-six thousand
wen;: and Ohio was ke othier States in the Bast
snd in the Wert, Toe wellmonnted cavalry
numbered gighiy-four thonsand; ot horses thero
were boucht, firs! and Inst, twosthivds of a mil-
llom. In the movaments of troops Sciencoe camo
in a'd of patriotism: so that, to choose n singlo
instance oot of mony, an army twenty three
thousard strong, with its artillery, truans, bag.
gage, and animals, were moved by rail trom the
Potomae to the Tenueseee, twelye hundreed
miles, in eeven days, In the long marches,
wonders of military construction bridged the
rivers; aod whencver an army halted, amnle
supplics awailed them at thelr everchuanging
Lase; the yile thought that lide is the greatest
of blessings did not rlee up. In six bundred
fnd tweutsdive batdles and savere skirmishes
blood Nowed like walcs It siremed over the
grassy ploins; it stalned ibe rocks; the under-
prowth of the ferests was red with ity and the
armies warched on with majestic convage QM
one conflict to anothier, knowing that they wére
fighting for God and iiberty. The orzanization
of the medionl department met its infinitely
multiplied duties with cxactness aud despatch,
At the vews of a baitle the best surgeons
of our citiea hastencd to the field, to offer
the zemlous aid of the greatest experieace
und skill,  The gentlest and most refimed
of women loft bhomes of laxury ond ease
to build hospital 1ents near the armioes, and
FOIVE fa nurees to the sick and dying, Besldes
the large supply of religious tenchers by the
public, the econgregations spared fo their bro:
thers i the field the ableat mimsters, The
Christian Commission, which c¢xpended five and
& halt millions, sent Jour thousand clergyvmen,
chogen out of the best, to keep unsoiled the
roligious character of the men, and made elfis
of elothes and food tnd modicine, The organi-
sation of private charity assumed unocard-of
dimenglons. The bamtary Commission, which
had seven thousand societies, distributed, under
the direction of an unpaid board, sponwneous
contributions to the amounnt of fifteen millions,
in supplies of moner—a million and a hal! in
money irom Callornin alone—and dotted the
ceene of war from Padncah to Port Royal, from
Belle Platu, Virginia, to DBrownsville, Texas,
with bowmes ond lodges,

THE RBMANCIPATION PROCLAMATION,

The country had lor its allies the river Misals-
sippi, whuch would wot be divided, and the
range of mountains which carried the stroughold
of the free through Western Virginia and Ken-
tucky and Tennessee to the highlands ol Ala-
bama. But it invoked the still hizher power of
immortal justice. In ancient Greece, where ier:
vitude was the universal custom, it was held that
il & child were 10 sirike s parent, the slave
ghould defend the parent, and by that act re-
cover his {reedom, Afler vain resistance, Lin-
coln, who had tried to solve the question by
gradue]l emancipetion, by colonization, and by
compensation, at lust saw that slavery must be
abolished, or the Republic must die; and on the
first day of Jauuary, 1803, he wrote liberty on the
bannoers of the anmies, When this proclamation,
which struck the fetters from three millions ot
glaves, reached Burope, Lord Russell, a country-
min of Milton and Wilberforee, eagerly put him-
selt forward to speak of it in the name of mwan-
kind, saving, “It 12 of a very strange nature;”
“a mensure of war of a very questionable kind;”
“an aet of vengeaoce on the slave owner,” that
does no more thun “profess to emancipate slaves
where the United Btates authorities cannot make
emancipation & reality.” Now there was no partof
the conntry embraced m the proclamation where
the United States could not and did not make
emuancipation i rcnlilrv. Those who saw Lincoln
most frequently had never befora heard him
speak with bitterness of any human being; but
he did not conseal how keeuly e telt that he
had been wronged by Lord Russell. And he
wrole, in re‘)lv to unother caviller:—**The eman-
cipation policy, and the use of colored troops,
were the greatest blows yet dealt to the Rebel-
lion, The job was a great netional one; and let
none be rlighted who bore an honorable part ln
it. 1 hope peace will come soon, and come to
stay; then will there be some black men who
can rewember that they have helped maukind Lo
this great consummation,”™

BUSETA AND OWTNA.

The proclamstion socomplished its end, for,
dunng the war, our armies came into military
possession of every Stale in rebellion. Then,
too, was called forth the new power that comes
from the simultaneous diffusion of thought and
feeling nmong the nations of mankind, The
mysterions sympathy of the millions throughout
the world was given spontancously. The best
writers of Europe waked the conscience of the
thoughtiul, till the intelligent moral sentiment
of the Old World was drawn to the
side of the unlettercd statesman of the West,
Russia, whose Ewmperor had just accom-
phished one of the grandest acts in the course
of time, by ralsing tweaty millions of bond-
men into fresholders, and thus assuring the
growth and culture of the Russian people, re-
mnined our vowavering fviend. From the
oldest abode of civilization, which gave the
first exsmple of an lmperinl government with
equality among the people, Prince Kung, the
secretary of State tor Forelgn Adwirs, remem-
bered the saving ot Confupius, that we should
not do 1o othiers what we wonld pot that others
should do to us, und in the name of the Em-
peror of China closed its porte against the
war slilps and privateers of “the seditions,™

CONTINUANCE OF THE WAR,

The war confinved, with all the peoples of the
world tor anxlows speclators.  1ts cares welghed
heavily on Lincoln, sud his fnce was ploughed
with the furrows oi thought and sadness. With
malice towards noue, free from the spirit of re-
venge, victory made him iul{&orluunto tor peace;
and bis epemics never doubted his word, or de-
spaired of his nbounding clomency. He longe
o utter pardon us the word for all, but not unless
the freecom of the negro sh ‘be sssued. The
grand battlesof Mill Spring, which gave us Nash-
ville, of Fort Donelson, Malvern Hill, Autistam,
Gettysburg, the Wilderness of Virginia, Winehes-
ter, uuhﬁi]n-, the capture of New Orleans, Vieks-
burg, Mobile, Fort Plsher, the march from
Atlnota, and the cevture of Bavanngh and
Charleston, o'l joretold the isspe, Btill more, the
seli-regencration of Missourl, the heart of the
continens; of Mardland, whose sons never heard
the miduight Lells chime so sweetly as when
they rang oul fo enrth and heaven thaf, by the
voloe of bher own people, she her place
among the free; of YPeunessee, which
throvgh five and blowd, through sorrows and tho
ghadow of deatl, to work out her own deliver-
ance, und by the (ithfuloess of her own sous to
renew ber youth Hke (he eagle—proved that vie-
tory was deserved aud woold be worth all that it
cost, If words of mercy uttered ns they were by
Lincoln on the waters of V were deflantly
repelled, the armies of the country, moving with

LINQOLN'S ABSASSINATION,

Where, in the history of nationd, had a Chief
Magistruie possessod more sources of consoln-
tion and joy than Tducoln?! His countrymen
bhad shown their love by choosing him to a
tccond term of servive, 8 war tnat
had divided the country had lulied, and private

rie¢l was hushed by the ur ol its results,

e natlon had i« new birth of freedom, soon
to L e recured jorever by an smendment of the
Constitution. Hia persistent gentiencss had con-

uered for him o kindlier feeling on the part ot

he Fouth, His sooffors among the grandees of
Europe began to do him honor, The laboring
claesep overywhere gaw in his advancement thelr
own, All peoples sent ‘Lim thelr benedictions,
And at the moment of the hryght of his fame, to
whieh hig humilhity and modesty added charms,
he fell by the hiand of the assassing und the only
triomph awnrded bim was the march to the
grave,

TIIR UREATNESS OF MAN,

Thie is no time to say that human glory is but
dust and ashes, thal we mortals are no more
than shadows in pursuit of shadows. How mean
i thipg were man, if there were not that within
him which is higher than himsell—if he could
not master the lluslons of sen<e, and disoarn
the oconnections of events by n superior lght
which comes from God! He so shares the di
vine impulses that Lo bhas power to subject
interested pessions to love of country, and
perzopal  ambinion 1o the ennoblement of
man, Not in vain has Linesin lived, for he
hie heiped (o make this republic an example of
justivce, with no cnste but the caste of humauity.
The herocs wha led our armies and ships into
battle — Lyon, McPherson, Reynolds, SBedewick,
Wadtworth, Poote, and Ward, with their com-
peers—and fell in the serviee, did not die in
vaiug they and the myrinds of nameless martyrs,
and be, the chiof martyr, died willingly “that
government of the people, by the people, nod
for the people, shall not perish from the enrth.”

THE JUST DIED FOR THE UNJUST.

The assassination of Lineoln, who was go (ree
from walice, has by some mysterions influence
gfruck the country with solemn nwe,and hushed,
ingiead ol excitiug, the passion for revenge, 11
seems as i the just bud died for the unjust.
When I think or the fnends T have lost in this
war—and every one who heuars me has, like my-
eclf, lost those whom he most loved—thero is no
coueolation to be derived from victims on the
.-"cu_ﬂu!tl, or fvom anything bul the established
upign or the regenerated natlon,

CHARACTFR OF LINCOLN,

In his character, Lincoln was through and
through sn American, [He is the tivet native ol
the region west of the Alleghenics to attain to
the highest station: and how happy it i« that the
man who was brought lorward as the natural onts
growth and first froiis of that region, should have
been of unblemisbed purity in private liie, a good
son, & Kind husband, a most allectouate lather,
and, us 0 mio, so gentle to ull.  As to intearivy,
Douglus, his rival, siid of him, **Lincoln 18 the
honestest n an I ever knew.”

The habits of s mind were those ol medita-
tion and inward thought, ravher than of actioh,
He excelled in logical staternent, more than in
exccutive ability, He ressoned clearly, his re-
flective jndzment was gouod, and his purposes
were fixed; bat, like the “Hamlel” of his onl
poet, s will was turdy 1n action; and for this
reason, and not from humility or tendernces ot
feeling, he sometimes deplored that the Jdaty
which devolved on him bhad not fullen o toe
lot of mnother, He was skilinl in analysis;
discerncd with precision the central idea on
which a question tirned, and kaew how to dis-
enpaze it and present at by itsell in & few
homely, sirong old English words that would be
intelligible to all, He delighted to oxpress his
opinions by apothegm, lilustrate them by a
parable, or drive them home by a =lory.

Lincoln gained a name by discussing questions
which, of nll othes, mosf eastly lead to fanati-
clsm; but he was never carvied away by enthu-
efastic zeal, uever indulged in extravazant lan-
guage, never hurried to snpporl estieme mea-
surcs, never allowed himsaelt to be controiled by
sudden impulses, During the progres=s ol the
clection at which he was chogen President, hie
expressed no opinion thut went beyond the Jal-
ferson provieo of 1864, Like Jefferson and
Lafayette. he had feith in the intuitioos of the
people, and read those intuibions with rare
sagacity. He knew how to bide his time, and was
less apt 10 be in advance of public opinion than
to lag belund, He never sought to electrity the
Imbtic by tekine an adysnced position with o
woner of opinion; but rather studied to wove
forward compacetly, exfxosing no detachment in
front or rear; #o that the cour<e of hiis Adminis-
fration mieht have been explained as the caleou-
Inting policy of n shrewd and watchlal politi-
clan, had there not been seen behind it a fixed-
ness of principle which from the first deter-
mined his purpose apd grew more intense with
every year, copsuming his life by its encrgy.
Yet his sensibilities were not acute. he had no
vividness of imagination 1o picture to his mind
the horrors of the battledield or the suiferings
in hospitels: his conscience wuas more teuder
then his ieelings,

Lincoln was one of the most nnassuming of
men, In time of sucecss, he gave gredit tor it to
tnose whom he employed, to the people, and to
the providence of God. Fe did not know what
ostentation is; when hie became President he was
rather saddened than elated, nnd his conduct
wod manpers showed more thun ever Lis beliel
that all men are bornequsl, He was no respecter
ol persons; and neither rank, nor reputation,
nor gervices overnwed him, In judeing of char-
goter be falled in diserimination, aod his ap-
pointments were gometimes bad; But he readily
deterred 1o publie opinion, and in appointing the
head of the armies he lollowed the mamfest pre-
lerence of Coneress,

A gooil President will secure unity to his ad-
ministration by his own supervision ol the vari-
ous departments, Lineoln, who accepted ad-
vice readily, was never governed by anv member
of his Cabinet, and could not be moved Mrom &
purpose deliberately formed; but hissapervision
of aflairs was unsteady and Incomplete; and
sometimes, by a suddon interference transcend-
ing the ususl forms, he rather confused than
advanced the public businesg, It he ever failed
in the scrupulous regurd due to the relative
rights of Congress, it was so evidently without
design that no eontlict oould ensue or evil prece-
dent be established. Truth he would recelve from
any one; but, when impressed by others, he did
not use their opinions till, by reflection, he had
made them thoronghly his own,

It was the nature of Lincoln to forgive, When
hostilities censed, he who had always sent forth
the flng with every one of its etars in the field,
was eger to recelve baek his returning cduntry-
men, and meditated '"some new apnouncement
to the Bouth.” The nmendment of the Constita-
tion abolishing slavery had his most earnest and

ywearled support. During the aage of war we

¢f 0 glimpee into bis soul from his privately
suggesting to Louisiana that “in defining the
tranchise eome of the colored people might be
let i, ™ saying:—*They would probably help, in
some trying time to come, to keep the jewel of
liberty in the family of freedom.” Tn 1857
he favowed bimself “*not in favor of” what he
jmproperly called “negro citizenabip:” for the
Constitution discriminates between citizens and
clectors, Three daye before his death he de.
clared his preference that *‘theelective franchise
were now confarred on the very intelligent of
the ‘colored men, and on thoss of them who
gerved our cause as soldiers;” but he wished It
done by the States themselves, and he never
harbored the thought of exacting it from 4 new
Government as a condition of its recognition,

The laet day of his life beamed with sunshine,
a8 he sent by the Spesker of this House his

friendly greetings to the men of Lhe Rocky
Mounthing and the Paciflc slope; a8 he contem-
piated the return of hundreds of thousands of
goldiers to fruitful industry; as be welcomed [in
advancé hundreds ot thousands of cmigrants
from Kurope; s his eve kKindlad with enthusigsin
st the coming wealth of the naton. And so.
with these thonghta for his country, he wis re-
moved trom the toils and temiplations of this
lite, smd was at peace. -

PALMERETON AND LINOOLK,
Hardly had the late President been consigned

to the grave, when the prime minister of Eng-
lund droﬂ. full of years snd honors, Palmerston

fraced hiw lineage to the Hme of the Conquerot;
Lincoln went k only to his ad ather,
Falmerston recelved his edueation from the best
seholurs of Hartow, !Mmtn.u':;hi and Cambridge;
Lincoln's early teachers were the silont forest,
the prairlhthe river, and the stare. Palmorston
was in public life for mxly years; Lincoln for
but & tenth of that time. Imorston was a
sloalial Fuide of an exinblithed aristooracy; Lin-
coin n leader or rather & companlon of the peo-
ple, Palmerston was exclusively an Englishman,
and made his boast in the Howse of Com-
mone that the interest of England was his
ghibboleih; Lincoln thought always of man-
Kind s well ns his own country, and served
human pature itself, Palmersion, from his
aarrowness as an Englishman, &id not endear
his eouniry to any one court or to any one
cople, but rather caused uneasiness and dis-
tke; Lincoln left Ameriea more beloved than
ever by all the peoples of Europe.

the day, choosing for his trbinal, not the con-
solenece of humuniiy, but the House of Com-
mong; Lineoln took to hienwrt the eterual truths
ol !ihmt{, obeyed them a2 the commands
of Providence,  and accepted the human
race a8 the judec of his fGdelity. Pal
mugton did nothing that will  endore;
his great achievement, the separation of
Belgium, placed that hittle kincdom where it
must gravitate to France; Lincoln tinished u
work which all time cannot overthrow, Palmer-
ston s a shining exumple of the ablest of o culti-
vated aristocrncy; Lincoln shows the genuine
fruits of Instilutions where the laboring man
shares snd assists to form the great ideas and
designs of his country. Palmerston was buried
i Wesiminster Abbey by the order of his Queen,
and was followed by the British aristocracy to
his grave, which atter a few yoars will hardly be
noticea by the side of the graves of Fox and
Chatham; Lincoln was followed by the sorrow
of his country across the continent to his resting-
place in the heart of the Mississippi valley, to be
remembered throngh all time by hig countrymen,
ond by all the peoples of the world,

CONOULUSION.

As the gum of all, the hand of Lincoln raised
the flag: the Amertcun people wae the hero ol
the war: and therefore the resuly i & new era of
ropublicantivm, The disturbances in the coun-
try grew uot ont of anything repubitean, but out
ol slavery, which is part of the system of here.
ditary wroog; nnd the expulsion of this domesic
auomaiy opens to the ronovated nation n career
of unthought-of dignity and glory. Henceforth
our country has a morul unity as the land of
free lnbor,  The party for slavery and tke purty
against glavery are no more, and ars merged
in the party ol union and freedom. The SBtates
which would have left us are not bronzht back
pe conquered States, for then we should nold
them only so long as that conguest could be
maintajued; they come to their rightiul place
under the Constitution as orimnul, necessary,
and inteparable members of the State,

We builld monuments to the dead, but no
monumenis of victory, We respect the example
of the Romans, who never, even in conquered
lands, raised emblems of triumph., And our
generals are not to be classed in the herl of vul-
rar conguerors, but are of the scuool ol Timno-
con, aund William of Orange, and Washington,
They have used the sword only to give peuce to
their coontry and resiore her tu her place in the
great aszembly of the nations. Our mechng
cloges in hope, now that a people beging fo live
according to the lnws of repson, and republican-
